on a 50-50 basis. 
That is: when 
the farmer received two and one 
half cents per quart ror Kts inilk tne 
consumer paid, -five cents per nuart 
for it and when in the short supp-y 
season the price was advanced to 
th°. farmer to three and one-hak 
cents per quart the dealer received 
seven cents from the consumer. -A 
the present time the gross profit 
to the dealer is from seven to nine 
cents per quart. 
Isn't there need 


of a Co-operative Marketing com- 
pany to protect the consumer from 
outrageous prices and to insure th' 
farmer a reasonable price for hU 
labor and Investment? The farmers 
think thera is such need. 
' -The city of Bcloit finds no fault 
•vi-lth tho Co-operative 
Marketing 
company, tl buys all of ito m Ik 
through tills company and the dis- 
tributors or milk dealers in tne city 
of Beloit sells quarts at ten cents and 
pints at six -cents, absorbs Its sur- 
plus and stands ready to take, more 
milk when offered. The Eeloit deal- 
ers have been buying through the 
Co-operative Marketing company for 
some time past and no trouble has 
been experienced In any way.

These figures show that an in. case of about 12 per cent 


has been made since the last reports were compiled a year ago.

COUI1When taken upon a per capita basis, there is about one 
automobile to every seven persons in tne county. This is an ex- 
ceptionally high showing. 
1,600 In Janesville. 


It is estimated there are in the neighborhood of -1,600 cars

general increase of 12 per cent
